THIRD, a pledge of Germany’s in-

Almost Compléte Surrender. 

The note, while it cannot be called 
a complete capitulation, is nearly so.

MAN'S LIGHTNING ’ 


BRINGS THUNDER 


Rains as 2,000,000 Volts 
Flash in Record Feat. 


Pittsfield, Mass., June 5.—From 
manufactured clouds over a miniature 
village artificial lightning of 2,000,000 
volts was produced today in the high 
voltage: engineering laboratory of the 
General Electric company’s plant here. 
Today's feat was said to surpass any 
previous accomplishment in high 
voltage. 

Lightning flashed from the make be- 
lieve clouds, striking the village 
church steeple, the country store, and 
oceasionally both at once. The sound 
of the thunder was realistic. In some 
tests even rain was produced. Heavy 
blocks of wood were splintered. A 
realistic and breath-taking electrical 
storm was manufactured before the 
eyes of a score of newspaper men and 
engineers. 

The Pittsfield laboratory, said to be 
the most powerful in the world, has 
pioneered in the development of power 
transmission since.the construction, 
of the first 15,000 volt lines was super- 
vised here in 1891. 


Use 100 Miles of Wire. 
Transformers of a standard iy 
built here, were used “to step up” 
current of about .2,000 volts one thse 
sand times. In the million volt trans- 
former more than 100 miles of wire 
was used. This was wound in such a

_The laboratory in which today’s 
tests were’conducted is a large brick 
building lined with steel.

The Chicago surface car men's union has post- 

poned its contemplated strike vote for a few days 

to allow Mayor Dev unity to seek a settie-

Such pay ranges 
from a minimum of 42 cents an hour in Indian- 
apolis to a maximum of 65 cents an hour in St. 
Louis. In New York the scale is 61 cents. Any 
argument that 70 cents an hour is not a living 
wage, therefore, cannot be maintained. The others 
are living. . 

Another point to be considered before a strike 
is voted is the fact that surface cars are already |: 
becoming an obsolete nethod of conveyance. They 
are not fast enough for rapid transit, and they are 
not mobile enough for the short hauls. Incidental- 
ly, they are cumbersome, noisy, and obstructive. 
If automotive traffic hag grown to its present 
volume in competition with the street cars, the 
car men should realize to what extent it would 
grow without such competition. If they strike 
they remove this competition. City automobiles, 
and we have some 300,000 of them, will then have 
unhampered use of the streets. With a little time 
for organization they will show up the obsolete 
surface cars in such manner that the cars will 
never fully recover.

This is often scraped off the 
bottom, after the larger bracts or 
leaves have been pulled out, then 
sauce put on the bottom, or what in 
French cookery is called the “ fond,” 
the. only part used in many sorts of 
high class cookery and regarded as 
precious. 

The dictionary defines the choke as 


“the filamentous or scaly interior of 
an artichoke head.” That ought to 
separate it from the desirable bottom. 
As to eating the choke, I believe most 
people do not, outside of Italy, and yet 
I am not sure. In Italy they eat 
every bit of the head, where one way 
of cooking it is the famous Jewish 
fashion, which is in deep fat. They 
also eat it raw in salad with oil only 
—it was served so at a home table 
in Rome at which I dined. It is put 
into the “fritto Misto,” a mixture of 
fried things. I have bought arti- 
chokes in Turin and Rome, in our own 
New Orleans, and in California, as 
well as at home, for these many years. 

The Californians, or perhaps the 
modern and much experienced Amer- 
icans, serve the artichoke in the pret- 
tiest way§ spreading it like an open 
water lily, but rather wastefully, I 
have judged from watching them pull 
out but a few of the best leaves.
